If a child is to be cured of juvenile delinquency, they must be 
shown somie type of enjoyment to take its place. 

The real fault falls upon the neglect of the parents and the 
church. They both have scared the child away because he or she 
thought it was sissy to be good. It all begins in the home where 
the parents have strayed away from the kind of lives they should 
live. Sure they take the child to Sunday School, but where do they 
go—home to bed or an easy chair- You ask them why they don’t 
go to Sunday School and Church and what do they say—Oh, we 
can hear the sermon over the radio and I read my Sünday School 
lesson last night. 

We expect the Church in the community to help the younger 
generation—but how can it, if the young people are not theré to 
be helped. As they grow up and see the lack of interest the adults 
are taking in Church Services that is when so many lose interest 
and begin to look for entertainment in other places. But what if 
all the Churches closed its doors, who would be the first to gripe?

No, he can’t see it but has a 
very sensitive nose, that can smell alcohol a mile away. When he is 
old enough to go out at night where does he go?
